Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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5. Claims 1, 2, 3, 1 1, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Iwase et al (Iwase) (U.S. 6,871,243). 

With respect to claims 1, 2, 1 1, 12, and 13, Iwase discloses a multifunction printer (figure 
8) comprising a scanner section (84), a printer section (86), and reset means for resetting only the 
printer section even if the scanner section is operating (column 21, Unes 18-26). 

With regard to claim 3, Iwase discloses a central processing unit (81).
